Herewith  is  presented  for  your  information  the  finan- 
cial report  of  your  city  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1980. 

The  accompanying  schedules,  No.'s  1-56  inclusive  are 
prepared  from  the  official  records  of  the  city  and  are  in 
accordance  with  the  books  of  accounts. 

The  balance  sheets  presented  show  the  Current  Mu- 
nicipal Surplus  to  be  $50,185.53  December  31,  1930  com- 
pared to  $10,450.79  December  31,  1929,  and  the  Water  Cur- 
rent Surplus  to  be  $27,180.49  December  31,  1930  com- 
pared with  $27,485.07  December  31,  1929.

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Chapter  212,  Session  Laws  1905 


Abstract  from  an  Act  to  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Portsmouth. 
Sections  25  to  29  Inclusive 


Sect.  25.  The  city  auditor  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  general  financial 
condition  of  the  city,  of  the  amounts  appropriated  for  each  branch, 
board  or  department  thereof,  and  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  branch,  board  or  department.  He  shall  twice  in  each  year,  and 
oftener,  if  necessary,  audit  the  accounts  of  all  city  officials,  commis- 
sions and  boards  who  receive,  handle  or  expend  any  moneys  of  the 
city,  and  shall  report  thereon  to  the  city  council  twice  in  each  year, 
and  oftener  if  required.  The  city  auditor  shall  give  his  entire  time  to 
the  duties  of  the  oflfice. 

Sect.  26.  No  bill  against  the  city  shall  be  ordered  paid  by  the  city 
council,  or  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  until  the  auditor  shall  have  ap- 
proved the  same  and  certified  to  said  city  council  whether  or  not  said 
bill  was  lawfully  contracted;  whether  or  not  it  is  for  goods  or  materials, 
the  prices  charged  are  reasonable,  also  whether  or  not  the  goods  were 
actually  received  by  the  city,  and  whether  such  bill  is  in  favor  of  a  per- 
son or  party  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  27.  If  the  auditor  shall  knowingly  make  any  false  certification 
in  any  case  provided  for  in  Section  33,  or  shall  approve  any  bill  when 
the  appropriation  from  which  the  same  should  be  paid  is  exhausted,  he 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  or  both. 

Sect,  28.  If  the  treasurer  shall  pay  any  money  from  the  city  treas- 
ury, except  an  order  of  the  city  council  after  approval  by  the  auditor, 
which  order  of  the  city  council  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  mayor,  he 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months  or  both,  and  he  shall  be  personally  bound  to  refund 
to  the  city  any  sum  so  paid. 

Sect.  29.  If  any  officer,  board  or  commission  or  member  thereof,  of 
said  city,  excepting  the  board  of  police  commissioners,  having  authority 
to  make  contracts  or  expend  money  in  behalf  of  the  city  shall,  by  mak- 
ing any  contract,  purchasing  any  goods  or  employing  any  labor,  or 
otherwise,  undertake  to  make  the  city  liable  for  any  amount  in  excess 
of  the  funds  available  therefor  from  income  or  appropriation,  said  offi- 
cer, board  or  commission,  or  member  thereof,  shall  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  city  council  after  due  hearing.

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Report  Highway  Department,  1930. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council : — 

The  annual  report  of  the  Highway  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  submitted  for  the  period 
January  1,  1930  to  December  31,  1930,  inclusive. 

Necessarily  much  less  work  was  accomplished  in  1930 
than  in  1929  because  of  the  lack  of  necessary  funds. 
Staggered  employment,  an  extra  vacation  week  without 
pay,  and  a  five-day  week  were  a  part  of  the  "economy" 
program  in  employing  labor  during  the  year  just  passed. 
Due  to  this  and  other  policies  the  year  saw  a  balance  re- 
maining when  the  books  were  finally  closed  for  the  fiscal 
period. 

HIGHWAY   MAINTENANCE 

STREET   REPAIRS 

The  outstanding  piece  of  work  under  this  heading  was  the  repairing 
of  Bartlett  Street  hill.  The  street  was  excavated,  graded,  rolled,  etc., 
and  upon  the  resulting  base  penetration  and  a  seal  coat  was  applied 
using  crushed  stone  and  "Emulso,"  an  emulsion  of  asphalt  designed  to 
be  applied  "cold"  with  no  preheating.  This  stretch  covered,  extended 
from  the  Busfield  Oil  Company's  plant  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill  to  the 
beginning  of  Woodbury  Avenue  at  the  top. 

The  paving  on  most  streets  was  still  in  such  excellent  shape  that 
any  extensive  patching  with  hot -top  or  other  materials  was  not  con- 
sidered necessary. 

COLLECTION  OF  GARBAGE  AND  ASHES 

These  two  separate,  yet  more  or  less  similar  activities  were  carried 
on  in  the  usual  manner.  The  ashes  were  collected  by  two  Model  AA 
Ford  trucks  with  di'ivers  and  three  helpers,  and  some  5000  pounds  of 
table  garbage  on  a  daily  average  was  collected  and  disposed  of  by  one 
wagon  with  driver  and  a  man  to  operate  the  incinerator.  It  should  be 
noted  that  considerable  garbage  reaches  the  incinerator  direct  from  the 
source  of  making  by  being  hauled  by  the  market  people  themselves. 
Most  of  the  ashes  and  rubbish  was  dumped  on  the  South  dump  and  a 
man  was  stationed  there  every  working  day  to  level  off  this  material, 
but  a  fairly  large  portion  was  also  put  on  the  lot  of  R.  H.  Ham  on  Ma- 
plewood  Avenue. 
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SANDING 

This  heading  covers,  not  only  the  sanding  of  sidewalks,  but  also  of 
street  intersections  to  help  automobile  traffic  during  slippery  weather. 
During  the  season  500  or  more  yards  of  sand  were  dug  from  the  bank 
at  the  gravel  pit,  temporarily  stored  in  the  sheds  at  the  "City  Yard" 
and  applied  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent.  The  amount 
of  labor  and  material  involved  was  much  greater  than  that  for  last 
year  where  as  has  been  previously  noted  as  much  sand  was  applied  as 
had  been  used  for  the  two  seasons  of  1927  and  1928  combined,  so  this 
is  a  growing  item  of  expense  in  the  operating  cost  of  this  department. 

SNOW  REMOVAL 

Again  snowfall  was  light  in  the  1930  season  with  a  corresponding 
lower  cost  than  in  many  previous  years.  There  were  only  five  storms 
which  called  for  extensive  plowing  and  removal  of  snow  from  the  prin- 
cipal downtown  streets.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  $3772.59  as  against 
$2200.00  in  1929;  $2000.00  in  1928;  $4500.00  in  1927,  and  $15,360  or  better 
in  1926. 

The  equipment  used  is  adequate  and  satisfactory  although  removal 
could  be  speeded  up  by  using  a  mechanical  loader.  The  New  Sargent 
Plow  used  in  conjunction  with  the  Clectrac  "40"  Tractor  proved  its  use- 
fulness. 

CARE  AND  TRIMMING  OF  TREES 

Browntail  and  gipsy  moth  nests  and  egg  masses  were  removed  from 
the  trees  during  late  February  and  early  March  at  a  cost  of  $88.28.  These 
men  did  the  entire  work  for  the  city  trees  in  56  Va  hours. 

During  the  early  spring  and  late  winter  which  is  the  proper  season 
before  sap  is  running  a  number  of  trees  were  trimmed,  dead  wood  re- 
moved and  some  dead  trees  taken  down. 

No  spraying  contract  was  let  for  the  current  season  but  the  work  was 
all  done  by  employees  (two,  to  be  exact),  a  driver  for  the  wagon  and  an 
operator  using  a  "Bean"  sprayer  purchased  by  competitive  bids  April 
28th,  1930  at  a  cost  of  $1055.00.  As  the  sprayer  was  not  delivered  until 
June,  1930,  and  as  by  that  time  foliage  was  very  dense,  no  attempt  of 
complete  coverage  was  made.  This  work,  however,  covered  a  period  of 
twelve  working  days  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $180.00. 

Moth  removal  and  preventitive  spraying  totaled  $268.28  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  is  very  moderate  and  it  also  seems  apparent  that 
the  purchase  of  equipment  to  do  this  class  of  work  manned  by  city 
employees  will  effect  a  saving  in  the  future  sufficient  to  justify  the  ac- 
tion since  in  most  previous  seasons  at  least  $900  to  $1000  has  been  paid 
to  private  operators  for  spraying. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  FOUNTAINS 

There  are  only  two  "animal"  fountains  within  the  city  limits,  one  at 
Maplewood  Avenue  and  Dennett  Street,  the  other  at  the  head  of  Little 
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Harbor  Road  on  Sagamore  Avenue.  These  together  with  the  usual 
number  of  bubblers  for  public  convenience  were  serviced  in  the  usual 
manner  during  the  season.  Most  of  this  work  was  done,  however,  by 
the  employees  of  the  Water  Department  and  it  would  seem  that  this 
actually  should  have  been  more  properly  included  in  the  Water  De- 
partment's duties  and  that  the  money  appropriated  for  this  purpose  be 
transferred  to  the  Water  Department  appropriation  budget. 

ROADS 

With  the  usual  inadequate  appropriation  for  this  work  available  it 
was  not  possible  to  do  as  much  on  our  outlying  roads  as  was  really  nec- 
essary. The  work  done  in  previous  years,  however,  made  it  unnecessary 
to  do  as  much  as  has  had  to  be  done  in  previous  years,  particularly  on 
Peverly  Hill,  Elwyn  and  Sherburne  roads.  There  is  still  much  that 
should  be  done,  however,  and  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose  should 
be  at  least  doubled  if  not  increased  in  greater  proportion  so  that  au- 
tomobile traffic  may  be  had  during  any  season  on  these  outlying  high- 
ways particularly  for  transportation  of  the  school  children  and  other 
essential  activities. 

OILING  ROADS 

This  activity,  the  principal  means  of  keeping  our  unpaved  streets 
passable,  well  drained  and  properly  surfaced  was  carried  on  as  in  pre- 
vious years  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works.  Seventeen  thousand  gallons  of  Taric  Compound  were  sup- 
plied and  applied  by  the  Independent  Coal  Tar  Company  of  Boston, 
upon  Woodbury  Avenue,  Islington  Street  and  Court  Street.  The  Stand- 
ard Oil  Company  of  New  York  supplied  and  applied  43,982  gallons  of 
No.  6  Liquid  Asphalt  and  9740  gallons  of  No.  4  Liquid  Asphalt  on  the 
remaining  streets.  Both  companies  were  awarded  contracts  for  this 
purpose  upon  duly  submitted  public  bids. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  sufficient  sand  to  cover 
the  above  road  surfacing  was  dug,  hauled  and  spread  by  "city  em- 
ployees." 

BRIDGES 

No  major  repairs  were  undertaken  on  the  bridges  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  during  the  past  season.  As  noted  in  previous  re- 
ports the  amount  of  money  appropriated  for  this  purpose  is  entirely  in- 
adequate to  cover  this  need  which  increases  with  the  constant  and  nec- 
essarily rapid  deterioration  of  these  structures. 

TRAFFIC  LINES  AND  BEACONS 

Traffic  lines  were  again  painted  in  the  situations  called  for  by  the 
"Parking  Ordinances."  School  crossings,  curb  lines,  etc.,  all  the  labor 
being  done  by  one  man. 

The  two  gas  beacons  and  the  "Talking  Lamp"  electric  beacon  were 
serviced  in  the  usual  manner  with  no  additional  outlay  on  the  nominal 
yearly  cost  for  such  work. 
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MAINTENANCE   OF   EQUIPMENT   AND   AUTOMOBILES 

No  very  extensive  overhaul  of  either  mobile  or  stationary  equipment 
has  been  necessary  this  year  and  there  was  no  very  serious  break- 
downs. The  depreciation  of  the  White  Trucks,  the  Ford  Ash  Trucks 
and  other  mobile  equipment  is  considerable  due  to  constant  daily  use 
in  seasonable  weather  so  "Automobile  Maintenance"  cannot  be  ma- 
terially decreased,  but  grows  with  a  natural  rate  of  increase  each  year. 

Other  mobile  equipment  such  as  the  gasoline  roller  road  machine 
have  only  required  the  usual  normal  amount  of  repair  during  the  year. 
The  Kelley-Springfield  truck  which  is  used  to  haul  the  flusher  tank  is, 
however,  in  very  poor  shape,  in  fact,  its  condition  is  much  like  that  of 
the  proverbial  "one  horse  shay"  and  some  consideration  should  be  paid 
to  a  possible  replacement  for  this  piece  of  equipment. 

SIDEWALK  MAINTENANCE 

Some  brick  sidewalks  were  relaid,  curbing  reset  and  other  minor  re- 
pairs made  during  the  season,  buf  the  bulk  of  this  class  of  work  con- 
sisted of  dumping  gravel  at  spots  on  the  "dirt  sidewalks"  where  a  seri- 
ous condition  existed.  Lack  of  adequate  funds  prevented  any  more  ex- 
tensive activity  in  this  line  of  work. 

SEWER  MAINTENANCE 

The  conditions  of  our  sewerage  systems  remain  the  same  from  year 
to  year;  i.  e.,  there  is  no  marked  improvement  and  necessarily  some  con- 
siderable deterioration. 

Seventy-five  private  sewers  were  cleaned,  flushed  and  in  many  cases 
relaid  for  private  property  owners.  The  property  owners  being  respon- 
sible for  the  lateral  branch  line  from  the  house  to  the  main  in  the 
street  is  asked  to  make  a  substantial  deposit  before  such  work  is  started 
as  an  evidence  of  good  faith  and  to  insure  the  payments  to  the  city 
when  such  work  is  undertaken  in  his  or  her  behalf.  Charges  amount- 
ing to  $774.50  were  repaid  by  the  property  owner  to  the  Board  on  pre- 
sentation of  bills  covering  these  charges. 

STATE  ROAD  MAINTENANCE 

A  three-lane  concrete  highway  was  furnished  by  the  State  Highway 
Department  on  Lafayette  Road  from  the  compact  part  of  town  at 
Greenleaf  Avenue  to  the  school  house  at  no  expense  to  the  city.  This 
cuts  down  the  maintenance  cost  on  this  road  very  materially. 

On  the  Dover  Road  a  considerable  stretch  of  road  was  treated  and 
seal  coated  in  co-operation  with  Warren  Bros,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

Six-tenths  of  a  mile  of  the  surface  of  Greenland  Road  was  "seal- 
coated"  with  "Colas"  a  cold  asphalt  Emulison  at  a  cost  of  $465.00  or 
$775.00  per  mile. 
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There  was  other  patching  and  repairs  to  shoulders  upon  these  and 
other  roads  at  a  nominal  expense,  all  done  with  the  usual  arrangement 
that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  should  bear  one -half  the  cost  of  all 
work  duly  authorized  by  the  State  Highway  Department. 

HIGHWAY    RECONSTRUCTION 

The  principal  piece  of  work  done  in  this  line  was  the  removal  of 
trees  and  stumps,  widening  of  the  street  and  relaying  the  sidewalk  on 
State  Street  In  front  of  the  Rockingham  Hotel. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

STREETS 

There  was  no  work  of  this  character  undertaken  during  the  past 
year. 

SIDEWALKS 

A  few  private  hot-top  sidewalks  were  relaid  during  the  year  the 
abuttor  sharing  the  cost  with  the  city  in  all  cases. 

Approximately  the  usual  number  of  granolithic  sidewalks  were  con- 
structed by  E.  W.  Trefethen  under  the  usual  contract  arrangement 
with  the  City.  The  property  owners  listed  below  were  rendered  their 
service  and  shared  the  cost  of  the  work  with  the  city  under  the  cus- 
tomary arrangement,  i.  e.  one-half  by  the  city,  one-half  by  the  proper- 
ty owner.

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PARKS    AND    PLAYGROUNDS 
MAINTENANCE  AND  CARE 

Four  men  were  kept  busy  in  the  Park  Department  during  the  season 
and  despite  the  dryness  of  the  weather  which  was  even  worse  than  1929 
the  parks  and  the  South  Playground  reflected  considerable  credit  on 
the  employees  of  this  branch  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works.  The  grass  was  kept  mowed,  flower  beds  were  well  cared  for  and 
dead  leaves  raked  up  during  the  season  in  all  parks. 

The  apparatus,  playstead,  tennis  courts  and  the  grassed  area  on  the 
playgrounds  was  kept  in  excellent  shape  by  the  man  assigned  for  this 
class  of  work. 

PLAYGROUNDS   SUPERVISION 

At  the  South  Playgrounds  Mr.  Chester  Hartford  and  Miss  Felicia 
Gray  very  creditably  supervised  the  organized  athletics  and  other  ac- 
tivities of  the  boys  and  girls  respectively. 

At  occasional  intervals  Miss  Gray  and  Mr.  Hartford  took  some  of 
the  older  boys  and  girls  to  swim  at  Ridge's  Cove,  a  very  creditable  at- 
tempt to  compensate  for  the  lack  of  such  facilities  nearer  at  hand. 

Mr.  Francis  Martineau  completed  his  second  season  at  the  Pine 
Street  Playgrounds  with  the  same  good  record  as  of  last  season. 

The  possibilities  of  park  and  playground  work  are  manifold  and  far- 
reaching  although  sometimes  apparently  intangible,  but  like  so  many 
other  activities  carried  on  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  only  such  results  can  be  achieved  as  the  appropriation  made  for 
the  purpose  will  warrant.  In  this  connection  it  is  hoped  that  provision 
can  be  made  to  employ  at  least  two  more  men  to  carry  on  this  work  in 
season  and  an  arrangement  so  the  ground-keeper  at  the  playground 
can  be  retained  later  after  the  regular  season  for  the  children's  organ- 
ized activity  closes  and  so  prevent  destruction  of  public  property  and 
keep  the  grounds  in  proper  condition. 

NEW    EQUIPMENT 

A  "Bean  Sprayer"  previously  mentioned,  was  purchased  to  spray  the 
foliage  of  the  trees  adjacent  to  the  City  Streets.  This  was  the  only 
piece  of  equipment  of  any  size  bought  during  the  current  year.  It  was 
purchased  in  the  usual  manner  by  publicly  advertised  bids.  The  cost 
was  $1055.00  delivered  F.  O.  B. 

This  machine  can  be  made  to  pay  for  itself  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  Sullivan  Compressor  has  done  if  it  appears  to  be  a  good  policy  to 
make  the  proper  arrangement  for  the  purpose;  i.  e.,  the  creation  of  a 
revolving  fund  so  that  any  income  will  pay  for  necessary  repairs,  ma- 
terials for  spraying  and  bring  in  a  certain  amount  each  year  to  be  ap- 
plied toward  replacing  the  purchase  price. 
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A  considerable  saving  in  any  case  will  be  effected  by  the  purchase 
of  the  machine  inasmuch  as  the  cost  of  doing  the  work  by  the  machine 
with  city  employees  will  show  a  considerable  difference  between  that 
cost  and  the  one  when  the  work  was  awarded  to  private  operators  by 
public  bid. 

NEW    CONSTRUCTION    AND    OTHER    WORK    OUTSIDE 
REGULAR    ACTIVITIES 

AVIATION  FIELD 

A  small  special  appropriation  was  turned  over  to  the  Board  by  your 
body  and  with  it  some  necessary  work  of  an  emergency  nature  was  done 
on  the  Aviation  Field. 

SKATING  RINK 

The  season  for  this  activity  was  very  limited  due  to  the  mildness  of 
the  winter  season  and  the  cost  was  correspondingly  low.  All  the  work 
of  erecting  the  sideboards  of  the  hockey  rink,  grading  the  big  rink, 
spraying  and  making  ice  was  done  by  city  employees. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

PERMANENT    PROGRAM    STREET    AND 
SIDEWALK  CONSTRUCTION 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  a  program  of  permanent  street 
and  sidewalk  construction  be  established  with  adequate  revolving  funds 
to  accomplish  a  definite  amount  of  work  each  year  on  streets  and  side- 
walks. This  program  if  followed  out  for  ten  years  will  necessarily  re- 
duce the  maintenance  cost  of  the  principal  streets. 

The  sidewalks  all  over  the  city  cannot  now  be  properly  maintained 
with  the  available  funds.  In  all  cases  under  this  plan  permanent  hot 
top  sidewalks  with  a  life  of  twenty  to  twenty-five  years  could  be  laid  at 
a  nominal  expense  and  with  the  abuttor  doing  his  share  the  city  would 
not  be  heavily  burdened  and  the  maintenance  cost  of  sidewalks  would 
eventually  amount  to  practically  nothing. 

STREET  SIGNS 

Again  the  Board  wishes  to  maintain  and  recommend  the  pui'chase 
and  erection  of  proper  street  signs  so  that  those  unfamiliar  with  the 
city  may  find  their  way  about. 

NEW  LOADER 

A  new  gravel  loader  which  could  be  converted  into  a  snow  loader  by 
minimum  adjustment  is  practically  a  necessity  for  the  loader  now  in 
use  is  practically  of  no  value  and  the  cost  of  complete  overhauling  and 
repaii'  would  be  porhibitive. 
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NEW  ASPHALT  PLANT 

The  capacity  and  design  of  the  Asphalt  Plant  is  such  that  material 
cannot  be  turned  out  economically  and  in  such  quantities  as  to  serve 
the  purpose  efficiently.  The  purchase  of  a  new  modern  plant  in  which 
material  can  be  mixed  efficiently,  stand  temporarily  and  be  turned  out 
at  the  proper  temperature  to  be  worked  to  advantage  is  therefore 
strongly  recommended. 

VACUUM  STREET   SWEEPER 

A  vacuum  street  sweeper  would  pay  for  itself  in  one  year  and  with 
increasing  danger  of  continuous  traffic  in  the  summer  season,  it  seems 
reasonable  to  replace  the  customary  labor  now  used  for  this  purpose 
by  some  mechanical  means  which  can  do  the  work  more  quickly  and 
eflfeciently. 

STOP  SIGNS 

The  purchase  of  "Stop  Signs"  to  be  placed  at  the  junction  of  in- 
tersecting streets  and  main  truck  line  highways  is  very  essential  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  can  be  accomplished  during  1931. 

HORSE  DRAWN  ROAD  MACHINE 

The  present  horse  drawn  road  machine  is  very  much  out  of  repair 
and  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  one.  This  could  be  done  at  a  fairly 
nominal  cost.  It  is  a  very  essential  piece  of  equipment  and  serves  a 
purpose  that  the  larger  heavier  tractor  drawn  machine  could  not  do. 

PURCHASE  OF  ROAD  SURFACING  MATERIALS 

The  appropriation  for  road  surfacing  materials,  i.  e.,  "road  oil"  and 
"taric  compound"  should  be  doubled  so  that  another  10,000  gallons  of 
"Taric  Compound"  could  be  purchased.  This  material  is  very  satisfac- 
tory and  yields  excellent  results. 

It  also  is  very  essential  to  spray  our  country  roads  during  the  sum- 
mer season  with  at  least  one  application  of  number  four  "road  oil"  to 
keep  down  excessive  dust  and  prepare  the  surface  for  the  weather  in 
later  seasons. 

NEW  BUILDINGS 

Under  present  conditions  the  offices  are  practically  inaccessible  to 
visitors  on  business  and  the  ventilation  terrible  because  of  the  present 
system  of  storing  motor  equipment  below  in  the  building  now  in  use.

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Report  of  Supt.  of  Fire  Alarm,  1930. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: — 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  good  condition  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  We  have  this  past  year  rebuilt  the  section  of 
Circuit  One  from  Box  14  at  the  corner  of  Vaughan  and 
Deer  streets  to  Box  15  at  the  junction  of  Dennett  street 
on  Maplewood  Avenue.  This  change  was  made  necessary 
by  the  removal  of  old  telephone  poles  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Maplewood  Avenue. 

Two  of  the  old  street  boxes  have  been  replaced  with  the 
new  Non-Interfering,  Quick  Action  Boxes  of  the  latest 
type.  There  has  also  been  installed  three  additional  new 
boxes,  one  on  Islington  Street  in  front  of  High  School, 
one  at  corner  of  South  Street  and  Junkins  Avenue,  and 
one  at  the  corner  of  State  and  Madison  Streets. 

The  storage  battery  at  the  Central  Station  has  been  re- 
placed with  a  new  set  of  elements,  as  the  old  ones  had  been 
in  service  for  five  years. 

There  are  several  sections  of  the  city  which  have  built 
up  in  the  past  few  years  which  have  have  fire  alarm  boxes 
installed,  as  the  present  boxes  are  too  far  away.  I  would 
especially  call  your  attention  to  the  following  locations, 
one  on  Park  Street  near  Lincoln  Avenue,  one  on  Aldrich 
Road  midway  between  Middle  and  Islington  Streets,  and 
one  on  Rogers  Street  near  the  new  High  School  now  being 
erected,  this  latter  location  I  consider  very  necessary  as 
the  nearest  box  at  the  present  time  is  at  the  Central  Fire 
Station  or  the  corner  of  State  and  Middle  Streets.

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Report  of  Portsmouth  Fire  Dept.,  1930 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : — 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
year  1930,  ending  December  31st,  is  as  follows: 

The  Department  has  answered  in  all  227  alarms,  203 
stills  and  24  bells, — a  gain  of  46  alarms  over  last  year, 
which  was  the  largest  number  in  our  history. 

The  most  disastrous  fire  of  the  year  was  that  at  the 
Gypsum  Plant,  the  burning  of  a  building  occupied  by  the 
Bemis  Manufacturing  Co.  We  can  safely  say  that  this 
building  would  not  have  been  detsroyed  if  the  Depart- 
ment had  had  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  on  the  start. 
The  shortage  cannot  be  laid  to  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  or 
the  Department,  the  plant  having  a  pump  for  furnishing 
water  for  fire  protection,  which  is  very  efficient  when 
working.  Although  we  had  a  large  number  of  alarms, 
outside  of  this  fire  our  loss  has  been  very  small. 

All  of  our  fire  apparatus  and  buildings  are  in  the  best 
of  shape.

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Report  of  the  City  Solicitor,  1930 


The  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire. 
Gentlemen: 

The  City  Ordinances  provide  that  the  Solicitor  shall  an- 
nually report  in  writing  to  the  City  Council  all  unfinished 
business  in  his  department,  including  the  names,  grounds 
and  stages  of  progress  of  all  suits  pending,  in  which  the 
City  is  a  party  or  is  interested.  In  accordance  with  these 
provisions,  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report,  as  City 
Solicitor,  of  the  business  of  my  Department  for  the  year 
of  1930. 

During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  some  increase  in 
the  number  of  pending  actions  in  which  the  City  of  Ports- 
mouth is  Defendant,  the  majority  of  these  being  petitions 
for  abatement  of  taxes.  The  Portsmouth  Gas  Company 
has  filed  five  such  petitions  seeking  relief  for  taxes  as- 
sessed in  the  years  1926,  1927,  1928,  1929  and  1930;  the 
Portsmouth  Historical  Society  is  a  petitioner  for  abate- 
ment of  taxes  for  the  year  1929;  the  Portsmouth  Apart- 
ments, Inc.,  has  also  petitioned  the  Superior  Court  for  an 
abatement  of  taxes  for  the  year  1930;  while  a  change  in 
the  law  relative  to  the  taxation  of  religious,  educational 
and  charitable  institutions,  has  led  to  petitions  on  behalf 
of  the  Portsmouth  Historical  Society  and  the  Thomas 
Bailey  Aldrich  Memorial  for  an  abatement  of  taxes  for 
the  year  1930  in  order  that  their  status  under  the  law  may 
be  definitely  ascertained. 

In  the  latter  cases,  namely  those  of  the  Aldrich  Me- 
morial and  Portsmouth  Historical  Society,  hearings  have 
been  had  before  our  Superior  Court  at  the  October  Term, 
no  decision  having  been  handed  down  as  yet.  During  the 
year  1929,  the  Superior  Court  acted  favorably  upon  the 
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petition  of  Edward  F.  Stimpson  for  leave  to  file  a  claim 
with  the  City  Council  for  injuries  sustained  because  of  a 
defective  culvert.  Suit  having  been  brought  in  the  reg- 
ular order  of  procedure,  this  action  is  now  pending  before 
our  Superior  Court. 

In  the  matter  of  a  petition  filed  by  Thomas  Flynn,  et 
als,  in  the  Superior  Court  against  the  City  for  damages 
arising  from  an  alleged  obstruction  of  the  entrance  to 
property,  which  was  heard  by  the  Superior  Court  in  1929, 
a  decision  has  been  handed  down  by  the  Superior  Court, 
sustaining  the  position  of  the  City  and  dismissing  the  pe- 
tition. Opportunity  was  given  the  petitioners,  however, 
to  transfer  this  case  to  the  Supreme  Court  on  questions 
of  law  if  they  so  desired,  in  which  event  a  further  hearing 
will  necessarily  follow. 

The  demands  upon  the  attention  and  time  of  the  City 
Solicitor  are  many  and  varied  in  character.  Opinions 
have  been  rendered  upon  all  questions  submitted  and  ad- 
vice given  to  the  officers  and  departments  of  the  City 
when  sought  or  required,  as  well  as  to;  many  private 
citizens  on  matters  affecting  their  own  and  the  City's  in- 
terests. I  have  appeared  for  the  City  in  all  actions 
brought  or  pending  in  the  Superior  Court.  Such  instru- 
ments as  have  been  required  have  been  drafted,  and  such 
duties  performed  as  required  by  the  Mayor,  City  Council, 
and  the  various  departments  of  the  City. 

The  City  Ordinances  also  provide  that  the  City  Solicitor 
shall  commence  and  prosecute  before  the  Municipal 
Court  all  suits  and  complaints  brought  by  the  City  Mar- 
shal. This  is  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  the  record  of  the  Court  shows  there  have 
been  four  hundred  seventy-five  (475)  complaints  so 
prosecuted  during  the  past  year,  covering  violations  of 
the  State  Laws  and  City  Ordinances. 

I  again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  spirit 
of  co-operation  and  assistance  rendered  by  the  various 
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officers  of  the  Departments  of  the  City  in  carrying  on  the 
business  of  my  Department.  It  is  also  my  privilege  to 
again  commend  the  City  Marshall  and  the  personnel  of 
the  Police  Department  for  the  co-operation  they  have 
extended  to  me,  as  well  as  for  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  in  the  interest  of 
the  public.

This  report  shows  a  total  expen- 
diture of  $3478.98  more  than  last  year,  and  represents  a 
cost  of  $81.48  per  pupil,  an  increase  of  $2.27  per  pupil  over 
the  year  before.  The  average  cost  per  pupil  for  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  for  the  nearest  corresponding  period 
was  $91.10.  Accordingly  Portsmouth's  expenditure  last 
year  was  $9.62  per  pupil  or  10.56 /v  below  the  State  aver- 
age. The  above  increase  of  $3478.98  in  total  expenditure 
was  in  part  met  by  an  increase  in  income  from  tuition,  dog 
licenses,  and  miscellaneous  sources,  thus  necessitating  an 
increase  in  tax  revenue  of  only  $2289.64. 

The  total  appropriation  granted  to  the  School  Department  by 
the  City  Council  for  the  year  1930  was  $204,294.00

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NEW  JUNIOR  HIGH  BUILDING 

The  New  Junior  High  School  building  is  progressing 
rapidly  and  I  trust  will  be  ready  for  dedication  during 
the  closing  week  of  school  in  June.  A  special  program 
of  the  various  activities  of  the  schools  carried  out  during 
that  week  together  with  the  usual  graduation  exercises 
will  give  to  Portsmouth  a  school  week  of  high  signifi- 
cance. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  building  was  laid  on  the  after- 
noon of  Wednesday,  November  12,  the  exercises  being  fol- 
lowed by  a  simple  reception  and  social  at  the  Whipple 
building. 

The  architects  selected  were  Ashton,  Huntress  &  Alter 
of  Lawrence,  Massachusetts,  and  the  lowest  bid  was  sub- 
mitted by  C.  H.  Cunningham  &  Son  Company  of  Lynn, 
Massachusetts,  namely  $354,500.  The  contract  was  ac- 
cordingly awarded  to  Mr.  Cunningham  after  which  a  ma- 
terial reduction  in  specifications  resulted  in  a  final  esti- 
mate of  $332,365.  The  work  began  on  August  20,  1930 
with  the  understanding  that  the  building  would  be  com- 
pleted and  in  readiness  to  open  by  August  22,  1931. 

RE-DISTRICTING 

When  the  new  building  opens  in  September  the  Cabot 
Street  building  can  be  closed  for  elementary  school  pur- 
poses and  the  pupils  transferred  to  the  Whipple  building. 
The  use  of  this  building  again  for  elementary  grades  will 
bring  welcome  relief  to  the  Lafayette  and  Farragut 
Schools.  By  assigning  all  children  living  west  of  Bridge 
street  to  the  Whipple  building  the  Farragut  school  will 
be  relieved  of  50  to  60  pupils,  and  by  changing  district 
lines  in  the  Richards  and  Miller  avenue  section  of  the  city 
an  equal  number  can  be  transferred  from  the  Lafayette. 
These  transfers  added  to  the  pupils  from  the  Cabot  street 
school  would  create  an  initial  enrollment  at  the  Whipple 
building  of  well  over  200  pupils.     All  grades  would  be 
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included  from  kindergarten  to  sixth  grade  inclusive.  The 
new  building  will  have  a  capacity  of  750  pupils.  Grade  IX 
will  be  taken  from  the  High  school  and  the  two  seventh 
grades  transferred  from  the  Haven  and  New  Franklin 
buildings  producing  an  enrollment  in  September  in  ex- 
cess of  625  pupils.  I  recommend  that  definite  action  be 
taken  by  the  Board  authorizing  these  transfers  and  the 
closing  of  the  Cabot  street  building. 

BUILDINGS 

With  the  closing  of  the  Cabot  Street  School  passes  the 
last  of  Portsmouth's  wooden  school  structures.  Erected 
in  1860  it  has  served  its  purpose  well.  It  was  closed  in 
1890  for  a  period  of  5  years  and  then  reopened  to  accom- 
modate the  city's  increasing  enrollment.  It  is  now  in  such 
condition  as  to  require  a  greater  expenditure  for  repairs 
and  alterations  than  would  be  justified. 

Two  of  our  buildings  are  of  fire-proof  class  A  construc- 
tion, namely  the  one  at  the  Heights,  and  the  New  Junior 
High  School.  The  others  are  class  B  construction,  and  at 
present  are  in  as  good  condition  as  such  buildings  can  be 
kept,  in  view  of  the  small  amount  expended  each  year  for 
their  upkeep.  Under  the  State  Law  5',<  of  the  total  bud- 
get is  considered  a  fair  price  for  this  purpose.  Ports- 
mouth pays  less  than  half  that  amount,  i.  e.,  2.25  ^  an- 
nually. 

Special  effort  is  being  made  this  year  to  improve  the 
daily  care  of  the  buildings  by  janitors,  teachers,  and  pu- 
pils. I  wish  to  speak  highly  of  the  co-operation  received 
in  this  effort. 

The  substitution  of  coke  for  anthracite  as  fuel  in  two 
buildings,  the  careful  inspection  of  all  furnaces  and  boil- 
ers each  summer  and  the  care  exercised  by  janitors  in  the 
use  of  fuel  has  quite  materially  reduced  our  expenditure 
for  heating  and  has  enabled  us  to  cancel  a  fuel  indebted- 
ness of  several  years'  standing. 
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SEATING 

The  pupils'  seats  in  several  buildings  are  becoming  so 
worn  and  unfit  that  it  seems  unwise  to  expend  more  money 
in  attempts  to  repair  them.  Many  of  these  seats  have 
been  in  constant  use  since  first  installed  in  the  Cabot 
Street,  Spaulding,  and  Old  Franklin  Schools.  I  recom- 
mend that  a  certain  sum  be  provided  each  year  for  re- 
placement. The  cost  would  be  between  $300  and  $350  per 
room,  according  to  type  of  seat  and  room  capacity. 

ART  AND  MUSIC 

Through  changes  in  our  art  program  the  Director  of 
Drawing  now  devotes  one  afternoon  to  the  High  School, 
where  a  successful  voluntary  class  has  been  organized. 
The  response  by  the  students  to  this  opportunity  shows 
the  demand  for  such  instruction  and  I  trust  another  year 
the  course  may  become  a  permanent  part  of  our  High 
School  program  offering  due  credit  to  those  who  elect  it. 

Opportunity  has  also  been  offered  in  the  extension  of 
High  School  music  to  include  a  voluntary  class  in  music 
appreciation.  This  course  also  should  entitle  to  credit  and 
be  made  available  hereafter  to  those  who  qualify  and  de- 
sire to  take  it. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  completion  of  the  new  gymnasium  will  make  pos- 
sible an  extension  in  our  Physical  Education  Program  to 
include  all  students  in  the  Junior  High  School  and  elective 
groups  from  the  Senior  High  School.  The  gymnasium 
will  be  used  as  any  other  classroom  and  for  every  period 
of  the  daj'.  Competitive  games  will  be  incidental.  A  close 
correlation  with  health  inspection  can  be  worked  out  that 
should  lead  soon  to  better  posture  and  greater  resistance 
to  common  illness. 

The  State  Law  requires  successful  vaccination  or  a  cer- 
tificate of  exemption  before  school  entrance.     Attention 
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to  this  requirement  early  in  the  summer  results  in  recov- 
ery before  schools  begin  and  makes  possible  complete  reg- 
istration on  the  opening  day.  Occasionally  a  family  is 
found  to  whom  the  usual  fee  is  a  distinct  hardship.  For 
such  cases  I  urge  the  definite  appointment  of  a  physician 
at  the  expense  of  the  city.  I  recommend  further  that  the 
nurse  be  made  a  member  of  the  school  staff,  elected  by  the 
School  Board  and  paid  from  the  School  Department  bud- 
get. 

EXTENSION  CLASS 

On  September  30  a  Teachers'  Extension  Class  opened 
with  77  members;  63  regular  teachers,  6  seniors  from  the 
Training  School,  3  interested  persons  outside  the  school, 
and  5  teachers  from  York  and  Kittery.  This  is  by  far 
the  largest  class  ever  enrolled  in  Portsmouth. 

Meetings  are  held  each  Tuesday  at  3.30  and  will  con- 
tinue for  sixteen  weeks.  A  majority  are  taking  the  work 
for  college  credit.  The  course  is  offered  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Harvard-Boston  University  Extension  Depart- 
ment and  offers  unit  credits  towards  a  degree.  The  sub- 
ject is  "Educational  Psychology";  the  instructor  Dr.  Guy 
H.  Whipple.    The  cost  to  each  member  is  $16. 

The  professional  interest  displayed  by  Portsmouth 
teachers  in  enrolling  in  such  large  numbers  is  highly  cred- 
itable to  them  and  to  the  city.  Some  day  Portsmouth  will 
rise  to  the  realization  that  such  effort  is  deserving  of  fi- 
nancial recognition  and  a  plan  similar  to  those  in  force  in 
other  cities  will  entitle  teachers  who  enroll  for  credit  to 
some  stated  salary  increment.
